Meeting summary — Sydney, 23 — 25 May 2022 


The National Parks and Wildlife Advisory Council provides the Minister for Environment and Heritage 
and the NPWS executive with independent, informed advice on the priorities, design and evaluation 
of NPWS policies, strategies and programs to help achieve the objects of the National Parks and 
Wildlife Act. Council also plays a key advocacy role through engagement with stakeholder 
organisations. The Council met in Sydney on Monday 23, Tuesday 24 and Wednesday 25 May 
2022. 


The meeting commenced with the Chair, Cr Phyllis Miller, providing a summary of her recent meeting 
with the Minister for Environment and Heritage, the Hon. James Griffin; involving discussion of the 
Minister’s priorities and Council's expertise, commitment and advocacy networks. 


Council focussed attention on its strategic advisory role and reviewed key aspects of new Council 
procedures to streamline the development of plans of management following recent changes to the 
NPW Act. Council also discussed processes to maintain and build important relationships with 
NPWS Regional Advisory Committees. 


NPWS officers facilitated Council discussion and recommendations on: 

e The Draft amendment to the Kosciusko National Park Plan of Management - Snowy 2.0 
e The NPWS Cycling strategy, policy and guidelines 

e Update on park management policies 

e NPWS’s 2022-23 plan of management program. 


Council visited Royal National Park on Tuesday 24 May to be briefed on conservation initiatives and 
park management issues, including: 
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e Precinct and campground rehabilitation, coastal protection works and infrastructure investment 

e Ecological health monitoring program, aiming to improve the health of NSW national parks by 
tracking key ecological indicators 

e Species reintroduction planning 

e Reserve management, including maximising visitor experiences during high visitation periods and in 
multiple recreation use areas 

e Pest management programs and stakeholder engagement. 

Council visited and explored heritage values and park management issues at Wattamolla, Bonnie 
Vale and Audley precincts.

Subject: Adoption of the Bents Basin State Conservation Area and Gulguer Nature Reserve Plan of 
Management 


| am pleased to advise the Minister for Environment and Heritage recently adopted a plan of 
management for Bents Basin State Conservation Area (SCA) and Gulguer Nature Reserve (NR) 
under the National Parks and Wildlife Act 1974. The adopted plan will guide the management of the 
parks’ significant natural and cultural values, visitor use and park operations. 

The parks are located on the Nepean River south of Wallacia in western Sydney and covers an area 
of approximately 470 hectares, including the new Tara Block addition. The park is within the 
traditional Country of the Dharug, Dharawal and Gundungurra language groups who retain a 
connection to this Country and surrounding lands. 

NPWS received a small number of submissions which resulted in minor changes to the final 
plan. These changes included clarifying information provided in the plan about visitor facilities, 
cycling and flood risks. These submissions. 
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The Bents Basin SCA and Gulguer NR Plan of Management is able to be viewed online here. 


Clean Up Australia event in the Hunter

June. Working with Forestry Corp. for the annual event, we stepped up to clean up Wallaroo State 
Forest. Rangers from Port Stephens Council came along to look for any clues that may uncover the 
illegal dumping offenders. 


Lounges, tyres, car parts, building materials and general household rubbish was amongst our large 
haul. Which tallied to over 11.5 Tonnes plus 105 tyres.

Commissioning the Homestead Dam fishway, bridge and weir in the Toorale State 
Conservation Area 


The Toorale Water Infrastructure Project team is excited to report that the new Homestead Dam 
fishway, bridge and weir on the Warrego River have been commissioned at Toorale State 
Conservation Area, near Bourke. 


Toorale, a former agricultural property, was purchased with the Australian Government in 2008 to 
protect its outstanding environmental and cultural values. 


The new weir and rock ramp-style fishway have replaced 2 gated regulator pipes. These works — 
along with the earlier removal of Peebles Dam and nearly completed construction of a vertical slot 


fishway at Boera Dam — will significantly improve fish habitat connectivity within the lower Warrego 
River and the Baaka (Darling) River. A range of fish species and ages can now pass over a 
previously significant barrier to their upstream movement.

The pelican brief 


With most lakes, dams and wetlands full and aquatic life booming, pelicans have come to inland 
NSW to feed and breed. 


Pelicans like to breed in large groups (called colonies) and nest on ground surrounded by water to 
protect their chicks from predators. Two large colonies of many thousands of pelicans have been 
nesting in the bottom reaches of the Lachlan and Murrumbidgee rivers. 


Environmental water holders have been working with scientists, water managers and First Nations to 
keep water levels stable at breeding sites. If water-levels go too high the chicks can be drowned; too 
low and the nests are exposed to predators. 
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It is also vital that nests are in an area with a ready supply of food, as it takes 4 months for chicks to 
become totally independent. Pelican chicks can eat up to 900 grams of food each day, while an adult 
can consume close to 2 kilograms. Their fishy diet is supplemented with tadpoles, turtles and even 
other birds! Breeding seasons like these are vital for preserving pelican populations across 
Australia.
